In  testimony 
earlier  this  week.  Patterson 
denied  that  he  fired  a gun  at 
WaUac*  Michael  Heal.  959  DtUnd 


highway,  on  July  5 and  aaid  he 
had  not  .spoken  to  Ileai  for  more 
than  two  years. 

“Evldenre  ha.s  been  given  that 
there  was  bad  blood  heiween  the 
two  men."  .Mr.  Justice  Whit- 
taker said.  He  spoke  nf  evidence 
of  threats  ro  Heal  and  aald 
Crown  counsel  Lloyd  .McKenzie 
"tried  to  prove  the  shooting 
was  the  climax  of  the  accused's 
conduct.

If  It  l.s  to  be  judeeni  by  its 
tyi*annlcal  habits  Russia  has  no  use  for 
the  contler  aspe<-Ls  of  life  that  imbue 
nations  which  favor  religion.  The  Soviet 
state  has  no  compunction  about  holding 
half-n-{io7en  other  luiropean  countries  in 
political  bondage,  playing  ducks  and 
drakes  with  human  libeiiies.  or  any  kind 
of  doeeit  that  will  gain  If  an  advantage. 
Quite  obviously  there  is  little  if  any  of 
the  milk  of  human  kindness  in  the  Com- 
munist heart. 

Russia,  naturally,  is  a.s  free  to  follow 
a national  bent  as  Individuals  in  happier 
lands  are  their  personal  bemts  in  resf>ect 
to  n'Hcion,*hut  a.s  the  Ki’emlin  has  amply 
demonstrated  Communism  is  a poor 
advertlcprnenf  for  atheism  as  a philosophy 
of  livdpr  So  poor  that  it  should  be 
shunned  like  the  plague.
